Spanish terrorists 
kill three policemen 
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Ford urges mayors 
to lobby for program 


MADRID, Spain (AP) — Terro rists 
sho t and killed three po licemen and 
g rav ely injured a fo urth in Madrid to day 
a few ho urs befo re an estimated 300,000 
Spaniards ro ared their suppo rt to 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco . 
The 8 2-y ear-o ld Franco wav ed fro m the 
balco ny o f the Natio nal Palace as tho se in 
the Plaza de Oriente stretched o ut their 
arms in the Fascist salute and sang the 
Falang e anthem, “ Face to the Sun." 
With his wife o n o ne side o f him and 
Prince J uan Carlo s, his heir-desig nate, 
o n the o ther, Franco said the tribute 
made “ amends fo r the attacks abro ad” 
in reactio n ag ainst Spain’s ex ecutio n o f 
fiv e co nv icted po lice killers. 
The fo ur co o rdinated attacks by o ne o r 
two g unmen o n iso lated po licemen o n 
g uard duty sig naled blo o dy defiance o f 
Western Euro pe’s o nly remaining dic­ 
tato r o n the 39 th anniv ersary o f the start 
o f the Spanish civ il war that bro ug ht 
Franco to po wer. 
The sho ts were "fired within 15 minutes 
o f each o ther and fo ur day s to the ho ur 
after firing squads ex ecuted fiv e terro r­ 
ists and set o ff a to rrent o f fo reig n pro ­ 
tests. 
Madrid’s labo r o rg anizatio n issued o r­ 
ders Tuesday fo r members to g ather in 


the plaza to day fo r the sho w o f suppo rt. 
The may o r also issued a call, and peo ple 
threw anno uncements fro m cars in the 
do wnto wn area o f the city o f 3.6 millio n. 
The size o f the cro wd was estimated by 
newsmen and pho to g raphers. 
As Franco g av e a fiv e-minute speech, 
mo stly dro wned o ut by the cro wd, rig ht- 
wing g ang s spread thro ug h the city . 
The new deaths raised to 22 the 
number o f Spanish po licemen killed in 
terro rist attacks by urban g uerrillas and 
Basque separatists since J anuary 197 4. 
In additio n to the men killed to day , a 
po liceman died Tuesday o f wo unds suf­ 
fered in a $600,000 ro bbery Mo nday in 
Barcelo na that po lice blamed o n Basque 
g uerrillas. 


The attacks o ccurred o n three sides o f 
Madrid, in the no rthern, eastern and 
so uthern parts o f the Spanish capital. 
But there was no ne in the western part, 
where the Natio nal Palace is lo cated. 


One po liceman o n duty o utside a bank 
in east Madrid was killed instantly . Two 
o thers died fro m their wo unds later in 
the mo rning . 
All the g unmen escaped. 
The g o v ernment declared a ho liday fo r 
all facto ries, scho o ls, sho ps and o ffices

J EFFERSON CITY - Richard A. Haes, 
32, Des Mo ines, Io wa, was co nv icted by a 
federal jury Tuesday nig ht o n bo th co unts 
in a federal indictment in co nnectio n with 
the Aug . 16, 197 4, sho wing in Sedalia o f a 
mo tio n picture entitled “ The Dev il in Miss 
J o nes.” 
Haes was charg ed with “ co nspiring to 
case the interstate transpo rtatio n 
o f a 
lewd, laciv io us and o bscene mo tio n picture 
film” and being a “ co mmo n carrier 
causing the transpo rtatio n” o f the film 
fro m Des Mo ines to Sedalia. 
The nine-wo man, three-man jury heard 
two day s o f testimo ny in the trial, which 
beg an o n Mo nday . During the trial, the jury 
v iewed the film in its entirety , returning its 
g uilty v erdict in less than 45 minutes, after 
receiv ing the case at 9 :15 p.m. Wednesday . 
The g o v ernment’s principal witness was 
Lo y Ho lman, fo rmer o pera ter o f the Sate 
Fair Twin Cinema in Sedalia, where the 
film was sho wn. 
Paul Antho ny White, assistant U. S. 
atto rney , who handled the case fo r the 
g o v ernment, said, “ Haes can receiv e a 
max imum o f 15 y ears in priso n and $15 ,000 
in fines, plus the co st o f the pro secutio n 
(fo r the case).” 
U. S. District J udg e Elmo B. Hunter 
o rdered a pre-sentence repo rt o n Haes 
prio r to sentencing . No date fo r sentencing 
was set, pending co mpletio n o f the repo rt.

Judge dismisses indictments 


WARRENSBURG — Felo ny charg es o f co nfidence g ame 
v io latio ns ag ainst three 197 4 Ozark Music Festiv al pro mo ters 
were dismissed Tuesday afterno o n by J o hnso n Co unty Circuit 
J udg e Ro bert Russell, who said info rmatio n co ntained in the 
charg es was to o v ag ue. 
J udg e Russell sustained a mo tio n to dismiss charg es ag ainst 
Ro bert Shaw, Sal Brancato and Dav id Kinto n, all 
o f Kansas City 
and o fficers o f Musical Pro ductio ns, Inc. (MPI). The g ro up 
pro mo ted the festiv al at the State Fairg ro unds in J uly 197 4. 
The case was in J o hnso n Co unty o n a chang e o f v enue fro m 
Pettis Co unty . 
Pro secuting Atto rney Gary Fleming , speaking o f the 
dismissal, said, “ I feel the same way abo ut this case as I wo uld 
abo ut the dismissal o f any criminal case.” 
J udg e Russell declined to elabo rate o n his ruling . 
Shaw, Kinto n, and the g ro up’s president, Christo pher Fritz, 
also face misdemeano r charg es o f misleading adv ertising , to be 
heard J an. 7 . In additio n, Fritz faces a felo ny charg e o f 
impo rting o ut-o f-state perso ns into Sedalia fo r security purpo ses 
at the festiv al. That case is set fo r Dec. 18 . 
Shaw, Kinto n and Fritz remain free o n bo nd. 
The fo ur men were indicted in No v ember 197 4 by a Pettis 
Co unty g rand jury . 
Acco rding to Fleming , a co nfidence g ame charg e is 
“ essentially receiv ing a thing o f v alue with misrepresentatio n o f 
a thing o f v alue .” 


Last y ear’s g rand jury repo rt sho wed MPI referred to itself as 
a Misso uri co rpo ratio n o n Feb. 19 ,19 7 4 in a letter to State Fair 
Secretary Ro n J o nes. MPI was no t inco rpo rated until March 8 . 
197 4 at the Secretary o f State’s o ffice, the repo rt stated 
The g rand jury also determined the claim that “ adv anced 
tickets wo uld be limited to 5 0,000” was misleading since the 
g rand jury disco v ered 18 0,000 adv ance tickets were printed 
’ Ano ther part o f the g rand jury repo rt dealt with the city ’s 
apparent lo ss o f abo ut $1,5 00 in license fees. 
Pro mo ters o f the festiv al co ntacted city o fficials co ncerning 
these fees, especially fo r co ncessio naires, and learned each 
co ncessio n stand o peratio n had to pay a minimum o f $25 , unless 
o ne o r mo re co ncessio n was o perated by “ o ne leg al entity .’ 
Shaw had been info rmed, the repo rt said, “ by three different 
so urces.” He was also to ld that if he inco rpo rated “ the arts and 
crafts co ncessio ns under o ne ty pe o f leg al entity , this o ne license 
wo uld suffice.”

co ncessio naires, 
the 
jury 
“ determined they (MPI) were nev er o rg anized o r inco rpo rated. 
It appears to the g rand jury the city o f Sedalia was deceiv ed o f 
between $1,47 5 to $1,5 00 by Shaw’s misrepresentatio n,” the 
repo rt stated, because Shaw ev idently to ld city o fficials the 
co ncessio n o peratio ns were inco rpo rated. 
Requests fro m the city to pro v e this, the jury no ted, were 
nev er met.

A man ro se fro m the 
audience to say he was terribly 
upset because o ften he tries to 
think o f a name but can’t recall 
it. Dr. Lo rd answered, ‘‘Why , 
that happens to me all the time 
and I’m no t the least bit upset’ 
by it.” 


A few weeks later we spent a 
day with Dr. Lo rd and Gerry 
mentio ned the man’s questio n 
and asked her if she really

dollars.

Americans liv e and work here 
in Du bai and fiv e other oil-rich 
nations bordering the Gu lf. 
,Many are Vietnam v eterans 
fresh from u nemploy ment lines. 


They fly the Shah of Iran’s 
Boeing tankers, operate his 
helicopter school at Isfahan, 
teach infantry tactics to the 
Sau di Arabian national gu ard 
$nd show Bedou in cameleers 
how to fly fighter jets. They 
create whole new indu strial 
cities and American-sty le su b­ 
u rbs ou t of sandy nothingness, 
train the pilots, stewardesses 
and baggage handlers for Iraq 
airlines, and equ ip and staff en­ 
tire 
hospitals 
and 
medical 
schools. Among other bizarre 
u ndertakings, 
like 
prov iding 
phosphorescent safety jackets 
for 
camels 
crossing 
Abu 
Dhabi’s 
new 
fou r-lane 
ex ­ 
pressway , they hav e finished 
bu ilding a hotel in Mecca, 
Sau di Arabia, by remote con­ 
trol TV cameras becau se only 
Iru e Moslem believ ers cou ld 
v isit the constru ction site in Is­ 
lam’s holiest city . 


By the end of the decade, 
Pentagon officials predict, 150,- 
000 Americans will be in the

the area despite the oil price 
increase.

Six ties, the Gu lf has become to 
the Sev enties," say s chopper 
jockey Tom Forbes of Jackson­ 
v ille, Fla., a Vietnam v eteran 
teaching Iranian cadets to fly 
the Shah's 700 new helicopters. 
“It’s where it’s all at. The big 
difference here is that nobody ’s 
shooting at y ou . And. for a 
change, Uncle Sam isn't footing 
the bill.” 
Jobs are plentifu l for semi­ 
skilled hard hat or skilled white 
cov erall ty pes. 
Salaries for Americans range 
any where from $1,500 to $3,000 
a month and in some cases 
hou sing and schooling allot­ 
ments are made for families. 
Bu t prices are high. A small 
jar of peanu t bu tter, fof ex ­ 
ample, costs $5 in Iran and a 
coffee is $8 a pou nd in Ku wait. 
George Roche, a welder from 
Gary , Ind., said he sav ed u p 19 
u nemploy ment checks for a 
ticket to Tehran, Iran. “I filed 
12 applications, had nine inter­ 
v iews and got nine job offers. 
Sev eral firms said they ’d fly 
my family ov er, bu t I can’t find 
an apartment here for u nder 
$1,000 a month with a sit down 
toilet.” Roche plans to keep his 
shipy ard job long enou gh to 
pay his retu rn air fare. 


The rental of a two-bedroom 


v illa in Bahrain has tripled in 
price to $1,200 a month in the 
past y ear. The Tehran Ameri­ 
can School was lau nched in 
1954 with 92 stu dents. This fall 
it opens its doors to 3,000 and 
has plans to accommodate 5.000 
stu dents. 
Congressional and other crit­ 
ics of U.S. arms sales in this 
highly v olatile region fear the 
presence of thou sands of Amer­ 
icans cou ld trigger an incident 
that cou ld inv olv e the United 
States in a shooting war. 
Indu stry ’s answer, like the 
Defense Department at most 
Washington hearings, is that 
the Gu lf oildoms want Ameri­ 
can weapons and know-how and 
can afford it on an u nprece­ 
dented scale that already is re­ 
deeming the U.S. recession-rid­ 
den economy . If spu rned, the 
argu ment goes, they will shop 
elsewhere for their arms, in 


Britain or France, or ev en in 
the Sov iet Union, losing the 
United States both a cu stomer 
and a friend. 


More than hall the Ameri­ 
cans now liv ing in the heat and 
du st of the Gu lf are adv isers 
and technocrats directly in­ 
v olv ed with the $10 billion 
worth of U.S. arms peddled in 
the area since 19 73, chiefly to 
Iran and Sau di Arabia. 
Each week, sometimes three 
times a week, a chartered 
Boeing 707 leav es Fort Worth, 
Tex ., for Iran bringing wiv es 
and children of the 1,6 00 Bell 
helicopter employ es at Isfahan 
Soon the fabled city of tu r­ 
qu oise mosqu es, which already 
has a sizeable colony of Hu ghes 
electronics folk and Ray theon 
missile men, in addition to a 
Ru ssian steel mill and a Du ­ 
Pont fibre plant, will be home 


for 1,400 Gru mman aircraft em­ 
ploy es and their families. 
To hou se the bu rgeoning for­ 
eign colony , a satellite su bu rb 
is being bu ilt on the ou tskirts of 
Isfahan for 10,000 people. It is 
called Shahin Shahr, “City of 
Eagles." 
It will be a ty pical American 
su bu rb with barbecu e ov ens on 
the lawn, motor bikes in the 
driv eway and basketball hoops 
ov er the garage door. 


For 160 y ears, right u p u ntil 
independence was granted in 
19 71, British officers of the 
famed Tru cial Oman Scou ts 
kept the peace in the feu ding 
emirates of the Persian Gu lf 
with a camel cav alry and a 
coy ple of du sty squ ad cars. 
Now ev en the smallest, richest 
city -state, like Abu Dhabi with 
its Rapier missiles and Mirage 
jets, wants to be its own v er­ 


sion of a su perpower. Ku wait, 
with squ adrons of both U.S. 
Sky hawks and French Mirages, 
is in the market for TOW anti­ 
tank missiles and other sophis­ 
ticated sy stems 
The Shah of Iran, bu dgeting 
in the billions for defense, is 
determined to carry ou t his 
self-appointed role of policeman 
of the Gu lf with the most mod­ 
ern weapons av ailable. 
Sau dia Arabia has embarked 
on a 143 billion, fiv e-y ear dev el­ 
opment program that will re­ 
qu ire importing two million for­ 
eign workers. 
“We’re not mercenaries,’’ in­ 
sisted Robert Williams of Bed­ 
ford, Tex ., president of Bell In­ 
ternational, on a tou r of the Is­ 
fahan helicopter base. “We re 
here to make peace not war.’’

Medicare expenses 
will go up $12 in '76 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Persons 
hospitalized under the federal Medicare 
program will be required next year to 
pay at least the first $104 of their medical 
bills, up from the present $92, the govern­ 
ment says. 
The Social Security Administration,* 
blaming hospital costs that are rising 50 
per cent faster than the cost-of-living, an­ 
nounced Tuesday it will shift to a new 
schedule of higher rates for most 
services starting Jan. 1,197 6. 
:^[he out-of-pocket charge for the 
average hospital stay will be raised 13 
per cent from the current $92, the agency 
said. 
The new amount is equivalent to the 
average cost of one day of hospitaliza­ 
tion, Social Security Commissioner 
Jam es B. Cardwell said. The average 
Medicare stay now is about 13 xk days and 
costs $1,4 00. 
The new rates also mean Medicare pa­ 
tients will pay additional costs of $3 a day 
for extended hospital stays and $1.50 dai­ 
ly for long-term posthospitalization nurs­ 
ing home care. 
Of the 24 .1 million people receiving 
Medicare coverage, 22 million are aged 
65 and over and 2.1 million are disabled. 
Beginning next year, M edicare 
beneficiaries who stay in the hospital 
more than 60 days will pay $26 daily for 
the 6 1st through the 90th day. Currently 
they are charged $23 a day. 
For extended nursing home care after 
release from the hospital, the patient will

be charged $13, compared with the cur­ 
rent $11.50, for the 21st through the 100th 
day in a skilled nursing home. 


. After patients pay the initial charges, 
Medicare will pay all bills for the first 60 
days in a hospital and the first 20 days in 
a skilled nursing home. 


Medicare also provides a “ lifetime re­ 
serve” of 60 extra hospital days that a 
beneficiary can use when he needs more 
than 90 days to recover from an illness. 
The daily out-of-pocket charge for that 
once-only benefit will increase to $52 from 
the present $4 6. 


The monthly charge for Medicare 
beneficiaries who choose optional 
medical coverage for doctors’ bills will 
not change. That rate has been frozen at 
$6.7 0 since July 197 4.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The House to­ 
day killed the last chance of an 8.66 per 
cent pay raise for Congress and top gov­ 
ernment officials, voting instead to hold 
the increase to 5 per cent. 
The outcome was a victory for Presi­ 
dent Ford, who opposed the 8.66 proposal 
as inflationary. 
The 5 per cent raise goes to senators 
and representatives, federal judges, the 
vice president, cabinet members and top 
government officials and white collar 
employes and military personnel. 
Representatives and senators current­ 
ly make $4 2,500 a year. Federal judges 
receive $36,000 to $4 2,500 Supreme Court 
associate justices and cabinet members 
are paid $60,000 and the vice president 
and chief justice $62,500. 
The House Post Office and Civil 
Service committee and the full Senate 
already have voted to back Ford’s 5 per 
cent pay hike recommendation.

Earthquake shakes

There were no immediate reports 
of casualties.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
After mo ntlis o f studies, the 
Army say s that abo ut all it 
needs to prepare West Po int 
fo r its first wo men cadets is to 
change the bathro o ms aro und. 


Army o fficials hav e hit a 
snag try ing to adapt the 
plebe’s tight-fitting gray un­ 
ifo rm fo r wo men, but they 
hav e giv en that pro blem to 
so me o utside designers to 
so lv e. 


Wo men can apply fo r the 
Army , Nav y and Air Fo rce 
a ca dem ies co ntingent o n 
President Fo rd signing a 
military autho rizatio n bill 
which includes a pro v isio n fo r 
admitting wo men into the 
military univ ersities. 
The Army started preparing 
fo r wo men cadets last sum­ 
mer in anticipatio n they ’ll be 
entering the class o f 1980 nex t 
J uly 6 . 
Lt. Co l. Tho mas P. Garigan, 
public affairs o fficer fo r West 


Po int, describing Tuesday 
what the Army has do ne to 
prepare fo r its first class o f 
wo m en, sa id o ne o f the 
academy ’s biggest pro blems 
was that “ we knew dam little 
abo ut wo men.” 
To get an idea o f what 
changes might be necessary 
in West Po int requirements, 
Garigan said members o f the 
Wo men’s Army Co rps and 
o ther military wo men were 
tested o n the pull-up, o ne o f 
the academy ’s phy sical fit­ 
ness requirements. 
The pull-up is like a chin-u 
o nly with the palms o f th 
hands facing o utward, rather 
than inward. 
Of tho se tested, o nly o ne per 
cent co uld do the six pull-ups

required by the academy fo r 
admissio n, Garigan said. As a 
result, West Po int might use 
so me o f the phy sical tests 
used by the WACs. 
He also said the biggest pro ­ 
blem with wo men is that they 
lack sufficient upper bo dy 
strength, which he said will 
hav e to be dev elo ped so they 
can lo ad tank guns o r wo rk 
with heav y equipment parts. 
But Garigan said the Army 
is finding v ery few pro blems 
with bringing wo men into 
West Po int. 
He said wo men will no t be 
a llo w ed to pla y fo o tba ll 
because West Po int is a Na­ 
tio nal Co llegiate Athletic As­ 
so ciatio n member and the 
NCAA bans females fro m the 


spo rt. He said they will be 
kept o ut o f bbx ing and wrestl­ 
ing because o f the po ssibility 
o f breast injury . 


But they can substitute 
spo rts like karate o r judo fo r 
bo x ing and westling. Garigan 
said. There will be no changes 
in academic training and few, 
if any , in co mbat training. 


They will be ho used in bar­ 
racks with male cadets in an 
arrangement that puts men 
and wo men at o ppo site ends o f 
hallway s. 


‘ The 
o nly 
significant 
change” in the barracks will 
be in the latrines, which will 
include changing so me o f the 
plumbing and partitio ns to 


sep a ra te the m ens' and 
wo mens’ sectio ns, he said. 


Abo ut 300 wo men already 
hav e inquired abo ut gaining 
admissio n but so far o nly 11 
hav e submitted applicatio ns, 
Garigan said. 


He said the Army has no t 
set lim its o n ho w many 
wo men will be admitted as the 
first female plebes, but he 
said it wo uld take abo ut 50 to 
100 to make the pro gram 
wo rk. 
The Army is co mmitted to 
making it wo rk, Garigan said, 
adding that West Po int “ as­ 
sumes wo men can do any thing 
a man can do until there’s a 
d a t a 
b a s e 
s h o w i n g 
o therwise.”

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Pro moviemaker takes on censor's role

EDITOR’S NOTE — Fo r the 
first time, Britain’s film cen­ 
so rship bo ard is run by a pro ­ 
fessio nal mo v iemaker.

LONDON (AP) — Britain's 
new film censo r is an Ameri­ 
can-bo rn mo v iemaker who 
say s he’s wo rried by a surge 
•o f sadism o n the screen. 
James Ferman, 4 5 , has 
taken o v er as secretary o f the 
British Bo ard o f Film Censo rs 
at a time o f intense public dis­ 
cussio n bv er the prev alence o f 
cinematic sex and v io lence. 
“ I am no t a guardian o f pub­ 
lic mo rals,” he said in an in­ 
terv iew, “ but I am stro ngly 
against sadism and sex plo ita­ 
tio n in th£ mo v ies. I can co n­ 
ceiv e o f no so ciety that wo uld 
no t place so me limits o n what 
is permissible o n the screen. ” 
Ferman, a family man who 
wo n a string o f British awards 
as a telev isio n drama and 
do cumentary pro ducer, was 
bo m in New Yo rk City but 
bro ught to England as a child. 
His parents are Americans 
and he retains U.S. citizenship 
— altho ugh his English accent 
nev er wo uld betray his 
o rigins. 
His wife, Mo nica, is 
English. They hav e two 
children, Lucy . 18 , and Jo hn, 
13. 
Befo re being cho sen fo r o ne 
o f the mo st pressure-laden 
jo bs in the film industry , 
Ferman was in charge o f a 
co mmunity mental health pro - 
g r a m at t h e Lo ndo n 
Po ly technic. One o f his educa­ 
tio nal films, “ Drugs and 
Scho o lchildren,” currently is 
being sho wn to educato rs 
thro ugho ut Lo ndo n. 
Ferman takes o v er as 
censo r fro m Stephen Murphy , 
who gav e up the ho t seat to 
co ncentrate o n writing and 
lecturing. Murphy had been 
b l is t e r e d by perso nal 
criticism o v er such decisio ns 
as allo wing the British public 
to see “ Last Tango in Paris,” 
“ Straw Do gs” and “ The 
Dev ils.” 
No w, fo r the first time since 
it was fo unded in 19 12 , the cen­ 
so rship bo ard is being run by a 
pro fessio nal mo v iemaker. 
Ferman seems unlikely to 
turn the clo ck back, altho ugh 
he believ es the film industry 
is “ o ut o f to uch with the cen­ 
tral strand o f so ciety which

N EW Y O RK 
( AP ) — 
Among h isto ric spots. 
Pungoteague lacks the instant 
clout of a Plymouth Rock.

For theater buffs, however, 
it is something special, 
particularly in a season of 
bicentennial lang syne. 
Back in 1655. three restive 
young actor-farmers put on a 
play in the tiny settlement on 
Virginia’s eastern shore. The 
event was the first example on 
record of drama effort in any 
of the future United States. 
With apt irony, theater’s ar­ 
rival was accompanied by the 
first attempt at artistic 
censorship A self-appointed 
custodian of public morals 
hauled the perpetrators of 
“ Ye Beare and Ye Cubb’’ into 
court for cavorting in indecent 
costumes. 
A panel of judges found for 
the defendants, and made 
their accuser pay all costs. 
“ This ruling.” a later histo­ 
rian dead-panned, “ might 1« 
considered the first favorable 
review of a play in America.” 
The exact theme of the pri­ 
mordial exhibit hasn’t sur­ 
vived, but scholars opine that 
“ Ye Beare and Ye Cubb” of­ 
fered allegorical comment viz 
mother England and her 
struggling colony. 
The intrepid Pungoteague 
pioneers were never heard 
from again, and New York’s 
Broadway didn’t start to 
emerge as the thespic capital 
for another half-century. But 
signs of dramatic activity spo- 
radically increased in 
seaboard settlements. 
The Puritans of New Eng­ 
land, Quakers of P e n ­ 
nsylvania and stolid Dutch 
burghers of New York, 
however, were harder to con­

America was Anthony Aston, 
who at age 20 in 1697 em­ 
barked on a three-year 
barnstorming tour of New 
England after quitting a 


caneers who swarmed the 
Spanish Main, planters there 
created an important theater. 


Out of that far playhouse in 
1745 came an Irish lad of 18. 
John Moody. The reports he 
shortly afterwards spread in 
England of opportunity in the 
New World encouraged many 
ambitious performers to mi­ 
grate. 
By the time of the American 
Revolution every sizable com­ 
munity from Charleston. S.C., 
to Boston had at least one 
playhouse. 
They were generally crude 
affairs, frequently a convert­ 
ed tobacco drying loft or 
warehouse. Management’s 
main interest was crowding in 
a maximum number of spec­ 
tators at two to eight shillings 
each (25 cents to $1). 
Theatergoing was a 
chancey affair. Tallow 
candles dripped on ladies’ 
gowns and gents' finery, noisy 
groundlings and galleryites 
frequently pelted players with 
eggs, v eg etables and 
gingerbread. Dandies wan­ 
dered up to accost actresses 
despite a row of upright spikes 
placed at the stage edge to 
separate cast and audience. 
Rouged bawds paraded. 
The growing spirit of col­ 
onial rebellion sometimes 
overflowed into the arenas. In 
1766 the Sons of Liberty tried 
to boycott a theater in reprisal 
for the Stamp Act. On another 
occasion “ A Song in Praise of 


Liberty” was astutely insert­ 
ed in a performance to soothe 
tempers. 
One mob outbreak ip New 
York ended with a boy killed 
while the crowd tried to de­ 
molish the theater, then set 
fire to it. 
The Continental Congress in 
1775 suspended all theater ac­ 
tivity for the duration, “ urg­ 
ing frugality.” During the oc­ 
cupation of New York the 
famous John Street Theater, 
built in 1767. became the 
Theatre Royale. Gen. 
Burgoyne wrote a play. Maj 
John Andre, of subsequent 
treasonable relation with 
Benedict Arnold, designed 
sets and acted for his red- 
coated colleagues. 
The busy major’s fame lin­ 
gered on after the arrival of in­ 
dependence. William Dunlap, 
“ the father of American the­ 
ater.” wrote one of his plays 
in 1798 about Andre’s tribula­ 
tions. 
According to Hugh F. Rank­ 
in, who compiled a history of 
the tumultuous period. Amer­ 
ica’s colonial theater was de­ 
rivative. produced practically 
no playwrights, indulged in 
flamboyant acting “ but did 
bring lively and vigorous en­ 
tertainment from the old 
world.” 


Gen. William Mitchell. World

After Actor Aston opened 
the way. the Caribbean island 
of Jamaica became a center 
for fostering Thespis in the 
American colonies.

BUSING — Adopted, 204 for 
and 201 against, an antibusing 
amendment to prohibit the use 
of gasoline to bus students to 
schools other than those in their 
neighborhoods. 
The amendment was attached 
to HR 7014 (above) and was 
ostensibly designed as a fuel- 
saving measure. It would be 
enforced by the Federal Energy 
Administration. 
If enacted, the amendment 
will not prevent the courts from 
ordering busing to achieve

de s e g r e g a t i o n . 
Therefore, it could prove to be 
superfluous. In any event, the

Chinese in 


their own 


small world

NEW HAVEN. Conn (API 
— Jimmy Luke is the last of 
New Haven’s Chinese laun­ 
dry men. His hands are twist­ 
ed with arthritis after 46 years 
washing people’s shirts in a 
job he never liked. 
Naisin Lee is a young man 
from Taiwan. Each day he 
goes to a machine-filled 
laboratory at Yale to work on 
his doctorate in engineering 
and applied science. He is in­ 
telligent. motivated and mak­ 
ing the most of his opportuni­ 
ty. 
Luke and Lee are symbols 
of life for about 1.000 Chinese 
living in New Haven today. 
Even though the Chinese 
share the problems of other 
ethnic groups, they remain a 
quiet, unobtrusive part of the 
population. 
C h i n e s e 
h e r e a r e 
merchants, factory workers, 
restaurateurs, waiters, stu­ 
dents. teachers, scientists, 
doctors. They are rich, midd'« 
class and poor. T’i v art bud- 
dhists. Christians. * .oists and 
nonreligious. 
As a group they are in­ 
dustrious, somewhat reserved 
and proud of their culture. 
“ You treat me good, I treat 
you good. Same way.” says 
Luke. He came to this country 
in 1910 at age 14 for schooling. 
His father died and he was left 
in the city with no one to take 
care of him. 
He. like some 40 other Chi­ 
nese here at one time, got in­ 
volved in the laundry busi­ 
ness. 
There were few op­ 
portunities for people, like 
Luke, who looked, talked and 
thought differently 
That’s still a major obstacle 
for Chinese in New Haven. 
The Rev. Theodore Chan. 
Calvary Baptist Church 
pastor, says that the Chinese 
in the city schools have a dif­ 
ficult time keeping up with 
their classmates. He notes 
that although Hispanic 
children receive bilingual in­ 
struction. Chinese children 
don’t. 
For older Chinese the lan­ 
guage barrier makes for a 
constricted lifestyle. For 
them the universe is a 
restaurant where they eat, 
sleep and work. The owner 
becomes their counselor 
through the unfathomable 
city. 
That same isolation occurs 
in other ways. 
Student Lee says because of 
cultural differences he finds it 
difficult to be involved in 
American society. 
“ I have American friends 
but few I can talk to in depth,” 
he said He says there’s a 
separation, a feeling you’re 
not being absorbed. 


“ We convert our energies 
into studies.” Lee savs.

Dear Mr. and Mrs. Hoang: 


Welcome to Sedalia, Missouri, 
United States of America. While 
you have been in the States for 
some time now, it is also probably

Indiantown Gap, Pa., was not 
exactly home. Now you have a 
home. 


The one you left, along with 
about 150,000 of your countrymen, 
is now firmly in the grip of its 
Communist 
conquerors. 
The 
abrupt transition was no doubt 
traumatic for all of you, as it would 
be for any Sedalian who suddenly 
found 
himself 
uprooted 
and 
transplanted into a foreign nation 
and culture. 


You still have your religion, of 
course, which has been a strong 
bridge spanning the chasm from 
your old life to the new. The role 
your church has played in the 
entire refugee resettlement effort 
has been a bright chapter in its long 
history. 


Had you chosen to remain in 
Vietnam, your religion probably 
would not have stood you in very 


good stead with that nation’s new 
masters. Christianity is suspect in 
Marxist societies, recognizing as it 
does a higher loyalty than that 
demanded by the State. 


While we can’t guarantee that 
your life will be a bed of roses here 
in Sedalia, you will find some 
definite advantages, compared to 
the place you left. 


For example, no one will tell you 
what you can read, which radio or 
TV broadcasts you can listen to, or 
where you have to work and for 
how much. You will be able to 
travel if you wish, and your own 
children will not be recruited to 
spy on other members of your 
family. And if you want to openly 
criticize the government (a very 
popular pastime in America), you 
will be able to do so without 
fearing a knock on the door in the 
middle of the night. 


You’ll find Sedalians to be warm, 
down-to-earth folks, for the most 
part eager to be of help to 
strangers. The town has had a long 
tradition as a friendly host to 
foreigners under various student 
exchange programs. 


We’re sure the 13 Hoangs won’t 
be any different.

238 illegal burglaries of the homes and 
offiees of American citizens and groups. 
Less celebrated on the list of Americans 
who .quickly are being transformed into 
“anti-heroes” are Richard Helms, former 
director of the CIA, and James Angleton, 
former CIA counter-intelligence chief, and 
assorted 
doctors 
and 
scientists 
who 
developed and-or stashed away poisons and 
drugs. 


There was a time when Americans 
thought that, like James Bond, the CIA’s 
super-sleuths could do no wrong. Now they 
are being pilloried for illegally reading the 
mail of Richard Nixon, Hubert Humphrey, 
Frank Church, and thousands of other 
Americans. They are being accused of 
deceiving the president of the United 
States, of defying his orders in matters as 
important as chemical and biological 
warfare. 


Now we hear Americans castigating 
these men and others as defiiers o f 
American democracy. They are being 
scorned and ridiculed as common crook — 
as men who “acted as a law unto 
themselves even though they knew what 
they were doing was illegal.” 


Not for a moment will I defend their 
activities, which I find utterly frightening. 
After all, I was writing that Hoover was a 
menace to liberty and decency in this 
country back when he was alive and 
powerful and it was both unpopular and 
dangerous to say anything against him, 
publicly or privately. 
Yet, simple justice requires that we 
recapture the perspective in which some of 
these now-condemned acts occurred. Only 
then can we ascertain the measure of guilt 
of the entire society. 
Someone once said that the strength o f a 
dictatorship is that it forces its enemies to 
imitate it. Recent revelations about the 
abuses and trespasses of our secret 
agencies are bone-chilling evidence that 
this is so. 
The CIA was on some righteous mission 
to save the world from Communists. How 
else to save a Nixon, Humphrey or Church 
than to steal his mail and read it? 
FBI memoes speak of that agency’s 
“ black bag jobs” as “clearly illegal,” yet 
Hoover continued to approve them as “an 
invaluable 
technique 
in 
combating 
subversive activities of a clandestine nature 


aimed 
directly 
at 
undermining 
and 
destroying this nation.” 
So to keep the nation from being 
“ undermined,” its most presGgious law 
enforcement agency stealthily undermined 
the rule of law. 


Why did they do it? Because they figured 
the atmosphere o f fear (of Communists and 
other dissenters) was so manifestly great 
that it gave them (the CIA and F B I) a sort 
of implied mandate to do whatever they 
felt they had to do to “ protect” the nation. 


In no time at all, we were not merely 
imitating Soviet tyranny or some other 
despotic regime. We were improving upon 
their police state tactics. — adopting the 
very measures from which we had set out 
to shield the world. 


The people who went along meekly years 
ago, when the dread of communism was so 
great that no one uttered the word detente, 
will not be the first to hold a hanging party 
for the nation’s new anti-heroes. 


But shouldn’t the cowards among us 
admit to some measure of blame?

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Merry-go-round 
Pressure by Marcos 
to intimidate foes

. WASHINGTON — In Washington, both 
Congress and the Justice Department are 
investigating our charges of last July that 
Philippine President Ferdinand Marcos 
offered a witness a $50,000 bribe not to 
testify on Capitol Hill about corruption and 
tyranny in the Philippines. 


In Manila, Marcos reacted in a different 
way. He brought criminal charges against 
the witness, former press censor Primitivo 
Mijares, and is now using the criminal 
complaint as a ruse to seek his extradition. 
Marcos has also retaliated against a San 
Francisco 
newspaper, 
the 
weekly 
Philippine News, which played up our 
bribe story. He brought pressure through 
his secretary of tourism, Jose Aspiras, on 
U.S. travel agencies to withdraw their ads 
from the paper. 


The Marcos regime has the power, of 
course, 
to 
deny 
Philippine 
visas, 
commercial papers and other documents to 
clients of the travel agencies. As a result, 
four travel agencies have closed their 
accounts with the Philippine 
News. 
Publisher Alex Esclamado estimates the 
advertising loss will cost him $50,000 a 
year. 


A spokesman for the Philippine embassy 
in Washington told us that the embassy has 
no knowledge of any advertising boycott 
against the Philippine News. If advertising 
was withdrawn from the paper, the 
spokesman added, 
“ these acts were 
unsanctioned 
by 
the 
Philippine 
government.” 


On the contrary, we have obtained the 
actual letter that was sent to two of the 
travel agencies. It confirms the extortion in 
the baldest terms. We have also established 
that the pressure came directly from 


Marcos’ personal aide, Dr. Guillermo De 
Vega. 


The letter, written by Hotel Filipinas 
president 
Jose 
Cobarrubias, 
declares 
bluntly: “This letter will serve to confirm 
the verbal message that the Honorable 
Jose D. Aspiras, Secretary of Tourism, 
asked me yesterday afternoon to convey to 
you, i.e., that he would consider it a 
personal favor if you would discontinue 
your advertisements in the Philippine 
News. 


“As you know, the Phillipine News has 
been continuously attacking the President. 
You also are aware of Secretary Aspiras’s 
utmost respect for, and 
loyalty to, 
President Marcos; hence, this request 
should not be too much of a surprise to 
you.” 


In a cable to the Philippine embassy, 
Cobarrubias has taken full responsibility 
for the extortion letter. “ Before I tried to 
persuade the travel agencies to pull out 
from Philippine News,” he cabled, “ I 
talked with Secretary o f Tourism Jose 
Aspiras, and he agreed with me that the 
newspaper and others like it were hurting 
the local tourism industry. 


“He said he and his department would 
not object to my campaign and would not 
stop me from going ahead with it since it 
was 
based 
on 
my 
own 
personal 
conviction.” 


We have an affidavit that we have 
verified, however, that the real pressure 
came from Marcos’ Malacanang palace. 
His personal aide in Manila and Philippine 
consul Trinidad Alconcel in San Francisco 
put the heat on the travel agencies, 
according to our sworn evidence. 


The two agencies, Phil-Am and Gem, 
regularly send officials to Manila. Both 


Phil-Am’s Emile Heredia and Gem’s 
Joseph Libunao encountered pressure in 
Manila. Libunao sent a cryptic cable to his 
San 
Francisco 
office 
declaring: 
“Requested by Aspiras to cooperate with 
Malacanang to help with the scandal ... 
Will explain details.” 


Spokesmen for the travel firms were 
shocked that we had obtained the extortion 
letter. They confirmed that they had 
cancelled their ads but refused to comment 
on their reasons. Explained Heredia; “ I 
have a lot of employes. I do not want to get 
involved.” 


Publisher Esclamado told us he had 
broken with Marcos over his totalitarian 
tactics but “ never thought he’d get away 
with reaching into the U.S. to bully our 
advertisers.” 
Footnote: We traced the $50,000 bribe 
from the Philippine National Bank to 
Lloyds Bank of California. The money was 
deposited in a joint bank account in the 
names of the witness Mijares and Marcos’ 
man Alconcel. On the day that Mijares 
went ahead with his damaging testimony, 
the $50,000 was withdrawn by Alconcel. 
In fairness to Marcos, we devoted a full 
column to a personal cable he sent us 
giving his side of the story. He claimed that 
the $50,000 was not a bribe but a down 
payment for a pro-Marcos newspaper that 
Mijares had wanted to establish.

Mills holds 
to dignity 
that’s left

WASHINGTON - It was the woman 
what turned him wrong, assuredly, but one 
year, Oct. 7, after his disastrous private life 
was made public Wilbur Mills has reason to 
be thankful. 


Sobered in a variety 
of ways over the months, 
reduced by humiliation 
to the level of every- 
man, the congressman 
from Arkansas says by 
the 
time 
the 
nation 
learned of his indiscre­ 
tions he was so debi­ 
litated by pills, alcoho­ 
lism and Fanne Foxe he 
was very near death. 
“I’m 
glad 
the 
thing 
in 
Boston 
happened,” he explained, referring to the 
night he came bleary-eyed out of an 
audience to join Miss Foxe the stripper in 
the spotlight of a sweat-stained supperclub 
stage. He says he doesn’t remember the 
event precisely, having consumed “five 
quarts of vodka” in the previous 24 hours, 
but he’s sure the publicity that destroyed 
his career may have saved his life: “ If I’d 
have gone on like that, I’d have been dead 
in two months.” 


Remembering such times 
is quite 
naturally laborious for the man. Time is a 
great healer but his cancer was deep. 
Seated in his Capitol Hill office, the finest 
in Congress, surrounded by the memories 
of better times (there are 16 frames 
magazine cover stories about Mills on his 
walls), 
words 
about 
the 
Argentine 
Firecracker and days of the drunk come 
hard. It is in fact only when he escorts a 
visitor out o f the offices, and into the less 
venerated hallways that Mills lets go. 
Cigarette in his teeth, his hand waving to 
passing gawkers, he talks like a man who 
uses conversation as therapy: 


“I haven’t had a drink in seven months, 
and I don’t intend to have one ever again. 
Hell, I can’t have one, even one. If I did I’d 
get drunk, I’d be gone. Alcoholism is a 
progressive thing and if I started again I’d 
be worse than ever, if I drank two fifths a 
day before I’d drink three fifths a day now. 
It’s like tuberculosis, there is no cure. You 
can arrest it, but not get rid of it. I’ve got to 
stay sober. Fortunately for me, I want to 
stay sober.” 


There is of course the touch of the alibi 
to Mills’ emphatic sobriety. Bad judgment 
being less easy to explain than mental 
illness, he has of late taken to dismissing 
his activities of a year ago by disclaiming 
responsibility. Recent statements by Miss 
Foxe that she was once pregnant by the 
congressman are — as all the ugly incidents 
of the period — turned away by Mills who 
pleads he “ was so drunk most o f the time” 
he can’t remember. 


Critics of the lawmaker, and some of his 
friends as well, believe he uses the 
alcoholism as a convenience, and he has 
still not admitted, even as his peer Teddy 
Kennedy, that his actions were the stuff of 
human not liquid chemistry. 


Yet official Washington accepts the alibi, 
for the most part, if for not other reason 
than 
deference 
to 
the 
16 -term 
representative, and perhaps because there 
are few in town who have not, to some 
degree, messed up their own private lives 
through stupidity. Besides, there is the 
feeling the man has suffered enough, too 
much considering that all he did was hurt 
himself. 


Says one senator along this line: “ I’m not 
going to comment on Wilbur Mills 
anymore, except to say I admire him. He 
sank to the bottom but he didn’t give up, he 
didn’t drown. It takes a strong kind of 
courage for him to stay in Washington, 
amid all the giggles, and by God I salute 
him. Let’s leave him be, let’s let him keep 
what dignity he has left.” 


To this end, it should be said Wilbur 
Mills has retained considerable dignity. His 
power is gone but his presence remains and 
his good judgment has returned. Even 
Fanne Foxe, a dreary, selfish, morally 
grotesque woman, can no longer ruffle the 
old patsy. Asked about the stripper’s 
current efforts to capitalize by confession 
on the Tidal Basin relationship, Mills says 
he is bothered but not angered and has “ no 
intention” of replying in kind. “I will say 
only that I do not remember many o f the 
things she says she remembers.” 


It has been 12 months now, Wilbur Mills 
is a broken human being, Fanne Foxe is, 
however, still not a freckle on his hand, and 
the rest o f us perhaps have sniggered 
enough. As for morality, should we 
consider titilation? “ Learn what a people 
glory in,” said James Martineau, “ and you 
may learn much o f both the theory and 
practice of their morals.”
